serve another useful p urp ose of food for the 
farm family during the hun ting season. 
Aside from the very considerable food value 
of game birds, the economic value of the fe a th ­ 
ered tribe to the farm ers of a num ber of States 
can be exp ressed only in term s of millions of dol­ 
lars because of their activities in controlling in ­ 
sect p ests and destroy ing the seeds of noxious 
weeds. 
A. Willis Robertson, C hairm an of the Virginia 
Commission of G am e and Inland Fisheries, calls 
attention to a statem en t to the effect th a t each 
insectivorous 
bird eats 
100 
insects each 
day , 
which would 
be 18,250 for a six m onths’ p eriod. 
Mr. Robertson 
reminds.

Dr. DeForest say s of his inv en­ 
tion; 
•The opportu nity to ex peri­ 
ment in talk ing pictu res came 
in 1919 after I had dev eloped 
radio broadcasting ju st abou t as 
far as possible interests and the 
mercies of the Federal Radio 
au thorities wou ld permit, .and 
du ring the interv ening y ears I 
hav e been engaged mainly in 
the dev elopment of talk ing pic­ 
tu res with the ex ception of some 
recent research and engineering 
dev elopments on the improv ed 
au dions and v acu u m tu bes for 
broadcast reception, which hav e 
ju st been made av ailable for the 
radio pu blic. 
Fascinating 
•The techniqu e of talk ing mo­ 
v ies is a fascinating one. It in­ 
v olv es minu te care in electrical, 
mechanical, 
optical, 
photo­ 
graphic and chemical details. 
Indeed it is a wonderfu l labora­ 
tory problem, and one which 
mu st be solv ed in the terms of 


the practical atmosphere of the 
motion pictu re stu dio and of 
the theatre in which the films 
ar,e reprodu ced.

. Commission of Game and Inland Fisheries, calls 


attention to a statement to the effect that each 
insectivorous bird eats 100 insects each day, 
which" would be 18,250 for a six months' period. 
Mr. Eobertson reminds. 
But obviously, that 


number is really inconsequential compared to 
the millions of destructive progeny which would 
spring from the insects devoured by a single 
bird. 


Taking Georgia as an example, because of 


the survey conducted by Commissioner Peter S. 
Twitty, of the Department of Game and Fish, it 
is found'the wild life of the State has a food 
value of many millions. Reports on the game 
taken during the 1927-28 season show it was 
•worth $5,236,250. 


Some idea of the value of attracting tourists 


by means of scenic and fishing and hunting in- 
ducement may be gained from consideration of 
the fact that visitors to Minnesota expend S65,- 
000,000, those who visit Colorado leave over $60,- 
000,000 and other Statss enjoy annual incomes 
as follows: Florida, $70,000,000; Wisconsin, $27,- 
500,000; Michigan $40,000,OpO;' South Dakota, 
$22,000.000.

to reports derive a greater income from boarding

The United States department of agriculture 


calls attention to the "increasing demand for 
wind-borne pollen" for making extracts with 
which to treat hay fever patients. Various meth- 
ods of collecting pollen have been tried, but they 
have not always proved satisfactory and of ac- 
ceptable purity. 


Improvements in si}ch methods have been 


developed by the department which seem to 
adapt them to all requirements. Pollen in us- 
able quantities was collected from more than 
forty different plants in the District of Columbia 
and vicinity in the course of these investigations.

He distinguished himself dur- 


ng the Mexican war as com- 
mander of the U. S. S. Union 
and U. S. S. Dale and received 
of this service a letter of com- 
mendation by the commander- 
m-chief of the United States 
naval forces on the Pacific 
ocean. 


It was in 1852 that he was 


liven command of the famous 
frigate Constitution, which was 
then a part of the Mediterra- 
nean squadron.

the fact that a royal commission 
had been investigating the posi- 
tion of radio broadcasting in 
Canada.

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communities for any misdeed of 
one or two persons in that com- 
munity. He also referred to the 
period in the Bible when all 
Israelites suffered as a punish- 
ment for any member of their 
tribe. In this manner, he ex-, 
plained, there was no buck pas- 
sing, because it would -not do 
any good. 


Declaring further that, in our 


own state the enforcement of 
law. amounts to $10,000,000 a 
year, the largest item in our tax 
program, there exists a habit of 
passing the buck, as a remedy 
for the situation. 


In the "United States, the 


speaker stated, there are 27,000.- 
000 people under the age of 25 
years, who are not under the in- 
fluence of the churches, which 
number represents between 60 
and 65 percent of the youth of 
America. "We like to pass the 
buck onto the churches," he de- 
clared, "because they are looked 
upon as providing the moral 
education in a community." 


He also stated that some peo- 


ple pass the buck onto the 
schools and some on to the 
homes. The schools of the coun- 
try are not in a position, accord- 
ing to laws - governing them, to 
teach the doctrines as contained 
in the scriptures, he said, and 
they cannot be blame's for this 
failure. The' homes, he stated, 
have ceased to have any author- 
ity, except in those homes where 
the authority is exercised ^by the 
children. 


"If two public meetings were 


scheduled, with the most emi- 
nent speakers possible engaged 
to speak," he continued, "and 
one would talk on methods of 
reducing our taxes and keeping- 
down expenses, and the other 
one speak on problems of spiri- 
tual uplift in our community, 
which speaker would draw the 
packed house?" 


Answering the question that 


the one about taxes would draw 
the crowd, the Rev. Mr. Steph- 
enson declared that this was 
the greatest mistake which was 
being made today in solving our 
crime problems. If people would 
listen to the teachings of .the 
laws of God and be imbued with 
the love for America, it would 
go a longer way in reducing the 
crime bill,>»than that of hearing 
talks oh reducing taxes, and 
passing the buck onto oth'ef 
agencies. 


In closing he made a plea for 


the younger generation, declar- 
ing that the crime age was 
reaching lower each ten years, 
and that criminals were becom- 
ing crimnals at 
ages much 


younger than they were a few 
years ago.

slightly touched mentally." 


"Yet for the past two or three 


years foreign governments have

adoption of American customs 
and habits by their people. For- 
eigners want too many Ameri- 
can goods because they have 
seen .them in motion pictures and 
because they have seemed desir- 
able. 


••Th probability that the uni- 


versal language will be English 
is merely because America is the 
pioneer in talking pictures and

Hence the predominant part of 
the entertainment in which talk- 
ing1 and singing" is the major 
part will be in English. 


English is Favored 


'•The people of other-countries 


will not be content until they

new entertainment. The leaders 
m other countries will adopt En- 
glish in order to have their mes- 
sages given to the United States. 
Already we have seen and heard 
he ICing of Spain and other f or- 
jign'language leaders, in English 
speeches here.

the international hubbub over 
further naval reductions, and 
limitations is the Germany navy. 


It does not amount to much/ 


in size, due to severe restrictions 
of the treaty that ended the war. 
But German mechanical ingen- 
uity has found a way, within 
those restrictions, to produce a 
class of hybrid fighting ships 
that can conceivably be difficult 
to fit into any accepted category 
for limitation purposes. 


The new German ships, limited 


to 10,000 tons displacement, are 
the same size as the lOjOOOMipn 
post-Washington treaty cruTsers 
of England, the United States, 
Japan, Prance and Italy. Suet 
vessels were the chief bone of 
contention in the fruitless three- 
power naval conferences spon- 
sored by President Coolidge. • 


But while the ships are limited 


to guns of eight-inch 
calibre, 


the German vessels could carry 
guns twice that size and do, in 
fact, mount 11-inclrbatteries. 


German naval designers never 


have followed "the big gun i'deas 
of their British and American 
rivals. They were content before 
the world war to build German 
high seas battleships and battle 
cruisers with long range 11-inch 
weapons. 


In the war they got action with 


the 11-inch batteries against 
British heavy war dogs mounting 
:13.5-inch 
and 
everj 
15-inch 


weapons. 


It is to be assumed that the 


German 11-inch naval rifle oi 
today is as vastly improved over 
war time guns of the same size, 
as are the eight-inchers of other 
naval powers. 


The result, then, of post-war 


and post-treaty German naval 
development is the creation of a 
new naval weapon. It is a cruiser 
in size but a battleship in hitting 
power and gun range. That is a 
factor that .cannot be overlooked 
by naval experts precipitated by 
President Hoover's suggestion for 
a naval yardstick of fighting rel- 
ativities gets down to a practical 
basis. 


Nor are previous naval relati- 


vity formulae upset by the Ger- 
man super-ruisers on the score 
of gun power alone. They are mo- 
tor instead of turbine driven. 
American naval information cre- 
dits their propelling machinery 
with the' staggering weight re- 


duction evolution that gives them 
one. brake'horse power per 17^ 
pounds .of engine weight."
